May, 1499, so that he considered her, and addressed 
her, as his bride; and it is in the October and 
November of the same year that the following 
letters were written. The originals are in Latin, 
which at that time was what the French language 
became afterwards, the general medium of com- 
munication. Besides, Arthur was a -prince of no 
ordinary talents, and these had been so diligently 
cultivated, that a list of the Latin authors which 
he had read when he was fourteen years old 
would be matter of considerable astonishment to 
an Eton sixth-form boy of the present day. Isa- 
bella of Spain, too, Catharine’s mother, was one of 
the most learned ladies of her time,,who, in spite 
of the unsettled state of her kingdom, had spared 
no personal pains in the education of her daughter, 
whose acquirements were equal, if not superior, to 
those of her youthful husband. We.know that in 
after years she instructed her daughter Mary in 
Latin, and that she found in the charms of literature 
some solace in her melancholy retirement. 
Notwithstanding the language, which is not to 
English taste, perhaps, the most pliant'and appro- 
priate for the endearing phrases of courtship, there 
is in these letters a tone of gentle and of seemingly 
earnest love which is extremely pleasing, We 
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of Arthur, has not come down to us; we should 
have found it, no doubt, couched in such terms of 
mild and dutiful affection as well merited his 
thanks. We say this with the greater confidence, 
because everything we know about her testifies so 
strongly of her amiability :— 

“To the most illustrious and most excellent Lady, 
my dearest bride, abundant health with my 
warmest commendation. 

“‘T have read the delightful letter of your highness 
which has just reached me, and from which I plainly per- 
ceive your sincere love towards me. Indeed this letter, 
written with your own hand, so affected me and made 
me so glad, that l'actually seemed to behold your high- 
ness, and to converse with and embrace my most illus- 
trious bride. 

«“ T cannot express with how strong a desire I am 
possessed of seeing your highness, and how grievous 
to me is this tedious delay of your coming. 

‘‘T give countless thanks to your highness for your 
affectionate return to my ardent love. I pray that it 
may increase more and more; and that, as I day and 
night preserve the secret remembrance of your love, 


so also I entreat you to cherish imyour breast my new 


title (that of her husband), and to hasten your coming, 
that we may be united instead of being separate, and 
that the affection which has arisen between us may 
reap its fruit.

On the 12th of May, 1499, the commission by

In the May of 1501 Catharine left the sunny 
skies of Granada and the Moorish beauties of 
the Alhambra for her future and ultimately un- 
happy home.

Senor Isturitz, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary from her Catholic Majesty the Queen 
Isabella II. of Spain, and Senor Mora, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from “Mexico, 
had an audience of the Queen, to present their cre- 
dentials. 

Their Excellencies were respectively introduced by 
Viscount Palmerston, G.C.B., her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and conducted 
by Colonel the Hon. Sir Edward Cust, K.C.H., her 
Majesty’s Master of the Ceremonies. :

THE PHILOSOPHY OF CLEANLINESS. 
Ovr title is a misnomer—for we intend at once 
to plunge in medias res, and discourse of Lord 
Morpeth’s very practical view of the crying evil 
of uncleanliness wherever human beings are con- 
eregated and dwell together in masses. In fact, 
the philosophy of the subject resolves itself into the 
good, old, sound, and imperishable apothegm, 
“‘ Cleanliness is godliness.’’ Lord Morpeth justly 
observes that the supply of water, even in this 
metropolis, is scanty and irregular: he might also 
have added that the charge for its supply is 
enormous, and that the incivility, impudence, 
and bullying tyranny on the part of the people 
employed by the companies is notorious. The 
practice of ‘‘ cutting off” the supply of water from 
those of what may be termed the second 
middle class, who are occasionally in arrear, is of 
every-day occurrence; and as for the (properly speak- 
ing) poor—Godhelp them ! How then, as his lordship 
justly observes, can we hope for reform of a mon~ 
strous abuse—how speculate upon and practically 
institute improvement in the sanatory condition of 
the people, while such impediments exist > There- 
fore he has very properly not met the measure by 
halves. Inch-by-inch legislation has long been 
proved utterly fallacious. We must remove al- 
together the olden machinery, both of men and 
means. ‘They who advance the sophism, that 
all this includes but a scheme of patronage, 
wilfully blind themselves to the truth, and to 
former propositions on the subject. They prefer, 
for reasons best known to themselves, the old and 
decayed trunk to the new wood. ‘They pass 
through Westminster, and exult in the beauty of 
a nuisance which no other metropolis in the world 
is infested with—an open sewer, broad as a canal, 
flowing under the very windows of the houses 
around! They would forget that within twenty 
years Paris has become an example to London on 
on the score of cleanliness. There the channels 
are running streams, water bs everywhere abundant, 
and the drains are really serviceable. To carry 
out this great plan, a special board is to be framed 
on the same footing as the railway board of last 
session—to consist of five members, three to be 
paid for thrir services, and two not, those two 
being members of the Government. This hoard 
is to be entitled the Board of Health and Public 
Works, and empowered to institute inquiries into 
the sanatory condition of towns and districts, If 
necessary, the Board to be authorized to confer the 
necessary powers on the local administration of the 
different districts.

M. de 
Chalabre bequeathed her a magnificent volume, 
ornamented with fifty engravings, each engraving 
being covered with a thousand-frane banknote. 
Subsequently, some unfortunate speculations di- 
minished Mdlle. Mars’ fortune, and when she left 
the stage she was obliged to reduce her establish- 
ment. She sold her house, and took mere apart- 
ments in the Rue Lavoisier, Faubourg St. Honoré. 
Her pecuniary losses did not, however, disturb the 
serenity of her mind. Her diamonds were twice 
stolen, and scarecly did the two disasters make any 
impression on her. The last years of her life would 
have been happy, had it not been for her constant 
regret of the stage and its applause, which was her 
life. But for her financial operations, her fortune 
would have been a considerable one; it was subse- 
quently reckoned at 25,000f) a year. A part of it 
goes to a natural heir, the remainder is divided into 
numerous legacies, for she has forgotten none of 
her friends. Among them are an exalted diplo- 
matist, several comedians and literary men, and her 
favourite é/éve, Mademoiselle Doze, recently married 
to M. Roger de Beauvoir. 


The funeral of this renowned actress took place 
on Friday. The service was performed in the 
church of the Madeléne, and was attended by all 
the company of the Théatre Frangais, female as 
well as male actors, and most of the performers of 
the other theatres. Four hundred places were 
reserved round the “catafalque,’’ and the rest of 
the church was completely filled. The pall was 
borne by M. Keratry, Vice-President of the Special 
Commission for the Royal Theatres ; M. Viennet 
M. Liaditres, Baron Taylor, M. Auber, and M. 
Samson, of the Comédie Frangaise. After the ser- 
vice was finished, the procession preceeded to the 
Cemetery of Pére La Chaise. When the body had 
been deposited in the vault, several orations were 
delivered over It _No performance took place that 
night at the Théatre Frangais. Forty vehicles, 
carrying all the ladies of the Comédie Frangaise 
and the actresses of the several Paris theatres, fol- 
lowed the hearse. Among the vehicles the carriage 
of Count de Lowenheim, the Swedish Envoy, was 
remarked, Some ten thousand persons, perhaps 
more, may have followed on foot, including the 
principal actors or singers of the present French 
stage, such as F. Lemaitre, Bouffé, Lepeintre, 
Lablache, and the most eminent dramatic writers 
or critics—Alexandre Dumas, Eugéne Sue, Pyat, 
J. Janin, &c. There were also present a larg? 
number of composers, sculptors, and painters. 
Upon the coffin a thick wreath of violets had been 
laid, probably as a memorial of Mdlle. Mars’ de- 
votedness to Napoleon’s cause. The violet was the 
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“signe de ralliement’’ adopted by his partisans 
whilst he was at Elba, and Mdlle. Mars used to 
exhibit that flower on all her dresses, as a public 
proof that she adhered to his fallen cause.

FORBIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE. 

A few days ago the King of the French, on his 
return from’ Fontainebleau by the Orleans Railway, 
not finding his own carriage in waiting when he 
arrived at the terminus in Paris, was obliged to get 
into that of the Prefect of Police. So says a French 
journal; but this statement is exact only in part, for 
saree had the King entered M. Delessert’s carriage, 
when those of the Court arrived, and it was in one of 
them that his Majesty returned to the Tuileries. But 
what the journal did not say was, that the King was 
on the point of getting into an omnibus, when the 
reiterated instances of M. Delessert induced him to 
renounce his intention, though not without difficulty. 
The prefect was obliged, in order to succeed, to put 
forward his responsibility, declaring that it imposed 
on him the duty of opposing the return of his Majesty 
in an omnibus. Even in the nineteenth century a 
King of the French has no will of his own! Does 
this argue over-refinement, or aremnant of barbarism ? 

Tur FRENCH FiAG.—Cu1na.—The Paris Presse 
states :—‘* We received by the last mail from China 
a piece of news which we hesitated to publish, so ex- 
traordinary did it appear ; but since we are not the only 
persons that are acquainted with it, and since other 
journals speak of it also, it cannot be considered 
strange that we lay before our readers the facts, such 
as we have received them from correspondents whose 
veracity is beyond all suspicion. We announced 
towards the end of 1845 that the French flag, which 
had for more than half a century been floating in front 
of the factories of Canton, on the same line as those 
of England and America, was about to disappear, 
thanks to the inconceivable meanness, if not calcu- 
lated malice, of our consul, M. Lefebvre de Becour, 
who refused to pay about 100f. for the ground in which 
the flagstaff was planted. The reflections which we 
then made had not been without fruit, we soon after 
learned that M. de Lagrénée had spontaneously paid 
the small sum necessary to ensure the French flag to 
float at Canton during the year 1846. It was the only 
apparent means of showing that we were present in 
China, until a diplomatic agent should go there to 
carry on the labours of our extraordinary mission. 
Well, the year 1846 had not yet finished, the flagstaff 
was still standing, Begining to the Chinese people 
that by the side of England and the United States 
there was also a great nation which often decided the 
destinies of the world, when the French flags them- 
selves were already exposed for public sale under 
a shed, and afterwards sold for three Spanish piastres 
(about 16f.), with some articles of furniture from 
the consulate included. Once that the tri-coloured 
flags had been sold, it was necessary, in order to be 
consistent, to do away with the staff thus rendered 
completely bare ; and this was accordingly done. As 
soon as the period paid for by M. de Lagrénée had 
expired, the axe went to work, and the. sun of 1847 no 
longer shone in China on any vestige of our glory. 
We do not want to attach to this fact more importance 
than it really possesses, for we are convinced that on 
the arrival of the new chargé d affaires, M. North- 
Rouen, our relations with China will assume that 
character of dignity and good intelligence which our 
embassy had given them ; but it is not less deplorable 
that ina country where the power of foreign nations 
is judged of by the brilliancy with which they are sur- 
rounded, our agents should hold our display so cheap.

SPAIN. 

Madrid journals of the 25th ult. have been received. 
The address had at length been voted, and it was 
expected that the Cortes would go seriously to work 
upon the proposition for raising 50,000 men, and for 
authority to levy taxes. The papers concur in stating 
that the Carlists were much disseminated over the 
country. At Toledo a Carlist plot had been discovered, 
in which a person connected with the telegraph was 
said to be implicated. The Clamor Publico pretends 
that Saldanha had formally demanded armed assistance 
from Spain, without which he could not proceed; but 
we need hardly say that such arumour stands much 
in need of confirmation. The Heraldo says that the 
Spanish Ambassador in Paris has been directed to in- 
stitute a prosecution against La Patrie, for calumnies 
against the Queen and her husband. We may remark 
that latterly their Majesties appear much together in 
public. Ministers do not, it is said, possess the con- 
fidence of. the Crown—a rumour in some degree con-

From Athens we’ learn that the Turco-Grecian dif- 
ference does not appear to be so near an end as was 
anticipated, By the French steamer a note was ad- 
dressed to M, Argyropulo, the Greek Chargé @’ Affaires, 
with directions to lay the same before the Turkish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs. From what can be 
learned of the contents of this note, it appears that M. 
Coletti has requested the Sultan to nominate another 
Minister in the place of M. Mussuris, after which the 
King of Greece will give every reasonable satisfaction 
that his Imperial Majesty may demand, The Sultan, 
however, is firm in adhering strictly to the letter of 
the first note addressed by the Porte to M. Coletti. 


CAPE OF GOOD HOPE, 

Cape of Good Hope papers have been received to the 
24th of January. Sir P, Maitland had received his 
order of recal, and had immediately given up the com- 
mand of the troops on the frontier to Colonel Somerset 
without waiting the arrival of his successor. The 
official account of the proceedings of the troops in the 
operations beyond the Kee River are published, the 
dates coming down to the 10th January, and the result 
was the capture of upwards of 10,000 head of the colo- 
nial cattle. The respectable portion of the inhabitants 
of the colony consider that it was rather ungracious to 
recal the governor at the very moment when he was 
about to put the finish on the Kaffir invasion ina 
manner that will in all probability prevent a repetition 
of such an attack on the colony for one generation. 
Pato had not been captured at the date of the latest 
accounts from the frontier. Notice had been received 
at the governor’s quarters that Kreli had gone in pur- 
suit of hit for the purpose of delivering him up, as he 
was the only obstacle to the final conclusion of a peace. 

INDIA. 
EXPRESS FROM MARSEILLES. 

Despatches from India in anticipation of the mail, 
which left Bombay on the 2nd of March, have been re- 
ceived. 

They bring the intelligence—happily now usual—of 
the prevalence of tranquillity in our Indian provinces ; 

et there exist strong probabilities of disturbances 
reaking out in various districts. 

There is evidently much dissatisfaction prevalent in 
Lahore. The Queen-Mother and others are busy in 
intrigues. A conspiracy has been discovered which 
had for its object the murder of ej Singh, who is 
looked upon as the friend of the British. The Queen- 
Mother and her son Dhuleep were about to proceed 
upon a pilgrimage, but prevented by the interference 
of the British Resident, Colonel Lawrence. ‘Their de- 
parture from Lahore was intended to produce a grand 
movement amongst the disaffected. 

From Jamoo we learn that Golab Singh is ruling 
his new subjects with a rod of iron. The insurrection 
in the Hazzareh, or mountain districts, has been put 
down. 

From Peshawur we learn that the bands of ran- 
somed Indians which the British Government has 
obtained from Dost Mahomed had crossed the Indus 
at Attock. 

There is said to be a great scarcity of money at 

Cabul. Dost Mahomed remained there in quiet, 
while his Wuzeer and son, the notorious Akhbar, was 
restless, and hurrying from one place to another, as if 
agitated by some powerful motives, 
.« ‘The death of the King of Oude took place on the 
13th of February; but such were the activity and good 
arrangements of the Resident, Colonel Richmond, 
that his eldest son and successor was placed on the 
throne without any of the disturbances usual on such 
occasions. 

From Scinde there is nothing new. Sir Charles 
Napier was at Hyderabad, and Scinde was as tranquil 
as any province of India, notwithstanding the with- 
drawal of the great portion of the Bombay regiments 
which had been stationed there. 

The new Governor of Bombay had gone for a short 
excursion into the Deccan. He appears resolved to 
learn the true state of matters by personal inquiries, 
and much good is expected from him hereafter. 

The reduction of the army was going forward. Two 
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hundred sepoys and twenty-five native officers were to ‘ 


be struck off from the rolls of each native regiment of 
infantry. ‘The cavalry and irregulars will be also re- 
duced ; so that the numerical strength will be lessened 
by about 40,000 men. Her Majesty’s 9th, 17th, 39th, 
and 63rd Regiments are also returning to Europe, 
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PROVINCIAL. 

On Tuesday morning the election of a knight of the 
shire to serve in Parliament for Bedfordshire, in the 
room of the late William Astell, Esq., was hcld at 
Bedford; the only candidate who had addressed the 
electors being Lord Charles Russell. ‘The, noble lord, 


having been proposed by Richard Orleber, Esq , and 
Coenen by Charles Barnett, Esq., was declared to be 


duly elected; and having given an exposition of his 
political viéws, the proceedings terminated, after a 
vote of thanks to the high sheriff, who presided. : 
At Cheltenham the bazaar held in the Montpellier 
Rotunda has been quite the event of the week. The 
principal stalls were placed round the Rotunda, and 
exhibited a miscellaneous collection of fancy articles, 
the labours of many fair and busy fingers, and the con- 
tributions of many kind and generous friends.

semble may be safely pronounced to have been one of 
the most animated scenes ever witnessed in Chelten- 
ham. The second day’s proceedings opened as aus- 
piciously as the first. Throughout the whole after- 
noon a succession of lotteries were given at the differ- 
ent stalls, and numberless were the costly articles won

17s. for the 
benevolent object for which they were designed, The 
amounts received in furtherance of the objects of the 
bazaar, we rejoice to say, give a total, for the two 
days, of £881. 

Mr. Richard Rothwell, of Southport, has projected 
an enterprise which many persons think is likely to 
prove successful and advantageous to the surrounding 
inhabitants. Mr. Rothwell proposes to run steam 
locomotives along the level shore or sands (without 
rails) from Liverpool to Southport, drawing trains with 
passengers, &c., and his belief is, that, with engines 
properly constructed, a very high rate of speed may be 
obtained. 

A notice, signed by the Rev. J. M. Heath, the vicar, 
and 122 of the clergy, gentry, and inhabitants of En- 
field, has been published, that they will not employ 
or encourage any tradesmen (chemists and bakers ex- 
cepted) who shall keep their shops open, or be known 
to sell any articles, on Sundays; and to prevent incon- 
venience to the poorer classes the signers pledge them- 
selves to pay all their workmen and labourers on Fri- 
day, and endeavour to induce others to do the same. 

The young Esquimaux, who has been residing in 
Kirkaldy for five months past, being about to return 
to his native country, and being anxious to testify his 
grateful acknowledgments to the gentry of Kirkaldy 
for the unremitting kindness and many special favours 
they have bestowed upon him, agreed, at the sug- 
gestion of some friends, to give an aquatic exhibition 
of the mode of managing his canoe, both in the har- 
bour and along the shore. The exhibition was made 
on Saturday week in the presence of a considerable 
concourse of people of all classes. The young Esqui- 
maux’s amiability of manners soon made him the fa- 
vourite of the gentry, and especially of Capt. Kinnear, 
who brought him here. Both he and Mrs. Kinnear, 
who has acted towards him as a mother, will part with 
him with much regret. Besides the elements of educa- 
tion which he has received, he takes with him several 
suits of clothes, cloth, blankets, pots, pans, firearms, 
&c., and a mind stored with the many wonderful sights 
which he has seen while here. He will bear with him 
the good wishes of all who know him.— fife Herald. 

An Irishman who had been begging piteously was 
taken up before the Warrington magistrates the other 
day, and on searching him nothing was found but a 
large ball of soap.

On the previous Thursday morning witness 
saw her mistress put some poison into the holes of 
the closet in her bedroom to destroy the mice, which 
were very troublesome. In accordance with the or- 
ders of her mistress she swept the closet where the 
poison was laid, and afterwards threw the dust 
into the fire—Mr Thomas Everett said that 
Mrs. Everett was his wife; that she had been in a very 
good state of health up to the previous Sunday morn- 
ing, when she was sent for to go to Mrs. Pearson’s 
house. Without getting her breakfast she went there 
immediately, and she returned in about two hours. 
She said that Mrs. Pearson was very ill indeed; she 
then suddenly left the room. Witness followed her 
and heard her scream. He went to her and found her 
violently vomiting, and she continued to do so for 
about half an hour, Witness had her carried up stairs, 
and sent for the surgeon, who came and gave her some 
brandy and other medicines. She became worse, and 
died on the same afternoon, about four o’clock.—Horace 
Howard, a surgeon, of New Buckenham, deposed that 
on the previous Sunday morning he was sent for to 
attend Mrs. Pearsonand Mrs. Everett. He arrived at 
Mrs. Everett’s about twelve o’clock, and found her in 
a state of collapse, her pulse quite imperceptible, and 
she was evidently in a sinking state. He prescribed 
what he thought requisite for her, and proceeded to 
see Mrs. Pearson, whom he found quite insensible, 
and in a dying state. In about five minutes after he 
arrived she died.—The coroner considered an exami- 
nation of the bodies necessary, and adjourned the in- 
quest, 
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The ruffian who was wounded by Mr. Prim, while 
attempting to defend himself against his murderers, 
died of his wounds on Tuesday week, at the police 
barrack in Kells.

Mr. Richard Grattan died from the 
effects of poison mixed in some flummery made by one 
of the prisoners The defence set up was that the 
arsenic fell by accident into both the stirabout and the 
flummery, although made on different days.—Verdict 
Not Guilty, 

The deaths in the Cork workhouse, last week 
amounted to the frightful number of 175. 

The arrival of Mr. O’Connell in Paris produced a 
considerable sensation. Although his medical ad- 
visers found nothing alarming in his case, they had 
however, deemed it expedient that he should remain 
within doors in the wet and changeable weather that 
had succeeded to the late heats. On Saturday and 
Sunday the visitors and inquirers were numerous 
Among the former were Lord Holland, the Arch- 
bishop of Paris, the President of the Irish College 
(the Rev. Dr. M‘Swiney), Archdeacon Keating Sir 
Richard O’Connor, Colonel Romilly, the Marquis de 
la Rochejaquelin, &e.

Marquis de Dampierre; Messrs. Lenormant and 
Mauvais (members of the Institute), Baron de Mon- 
tigny (Judge of the Royal Court), Viscount de Bon- 
neuil (President of the Petition Committee), Messrs 
Decoux and Veuillot, editors of the Univers, &e. 
When all the members were introduced into the saloon 
of Mr. O’Connell, the President of Committee (Count 
de Montalembert) addressed him, and left the learned 
gentleman nothing to desire in the way of compliment. 
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On Tuesday his Royal Highness Prince Albert paid 
a visit to the exhibition of select specimens of British 
manufactures which has just been opened gratuitously 
to the public by the Society for the Encouragement of 
Arts and Manufactures, of which his Royal Highness 
is the president. He praised some specimens of ena- 
melled and coloured glass, which have beautiful 
forms, and which exhibit the hopeful infancy of a 
branch of manufacture from which, until recently, 
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-the British manufacturer was excluded by the pro- 
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hibitory duty on glass. His Royal Highness re- 
marked the deficiency of this country in bronzes, in 
which we are greatly surpassed by other nations, The 
specimens of oak carving he regarded as the means of 
enabling the designs of the best artists to be multiplied 
and executed at a cheap rate, and expressed his hope 
that the great powers of that machinery would be used 
on the very best designs only of the most eminent 
artists. In the process of colouring on china his 
Royal Highness remarked that we were making rapid 
progress, and the exquisite vases in china decorated 
with flowers were praised. The larger specimens of 
decorated earthenware were commended, especially 
those decorated with foliage in relief. On the whole, 
it appeared that this exhibition, which had its origin 
in the recent efforts for extending the usefulness of 
the society, which have been made under the auspices 
of the Prince, seemed to have fulfilled the object of at 
once exhibiting to the public how much our manufac- 
turers have done, and how much they may still have 
to achieve. 

In our last we stated that a number of men were 
perambulating the streets on the Surrey side of the 
water, collecting names to a petition for the binding 
of the Prince of Darkness; upon making inquiries, 
it has been ascertained that the men belong to a small 
congregation who meet at a cooper’s shop in Newing- 
ton: at the head is a female named Vaughan, who 
styles herself a prophetess. She publicly asserts that 
some time back she received a command from above 
to hoist banners and to call her house the royal lodge, 
and the men received their commands to wear leather 
girdles with ‘ Holiness to the Lord” inscribed thereon.

So eager is the 
female to obtain signatures to the petition, that, be- 
sides having the people stopped in the streets, she has 
n, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Sir Robert Peel, Mr. Adler, the Jewish rabbi, 
and other distinguished personages, to whom she states 
that she is afraid they will treat her warning like 
crackling of sparks under a pot. 

On Tuesday afternoon, between the hours of one and 
four o’clock, the following fearful accidents, some of 
which are expected to prove fatal, occurred :— The first 
happened toa man named Wm. Hughes, aged 42, a 
mechanic, who was proceeding along the Strand to- 
wards Charing-cross, when, in crossing the road, he 
slipped and fell, thus sustaining a broken leg, a 
fracture of the right arm, and other injuries. He was 
removed to the Charing-cross Hospital and placed 
under the care of Mr. Steghall, the house surgeon ; 
but remains in a dangerous condition.—About three 
o’clock a second accident occurred at Messrs. Hayes 
and Co.’s, Meritan’s Wharf, Mill-street, Dockhead, to 
John Chandler, aged 50, a carman, who at that period 
was in the act of ascending a van filled with peas, when 
the horses suddenly darted off and the unfortunate 
man was thrown, one of the loaded sacks coming upon 
him. He was picked up insensible and conveyed to 
St. Thomas’s Hospital, when it was ascertained that 
he had received a severe injury to the head, with a 
fracture of the chest bone, and other contusions — 
Another accident happened to a respectable-looking 
person, whose name did not transpire. He was en- 
deavouring to cross the road at the eastern end of 
Lombard-street, when one of Hansom’s patent cabs 
came up at a moderate pace, but before he could get 
out of the way was knocked down and, upon pete 
taken into a neighbouring surgeon’s, it was foun 
that he had broken his right arm, besides receiving 
some severe contusions about the face. | ‘ 

A slight iron railing, about five fect in height, and 
lividing the passage-way of the Hungerford-bridge 
into two equal parts for the distance which it runs, 
has been erected from the toll-box at the Hungerford 
market to the western side of the Middlesex pier, 
where there are stairs leading down to the water, for 
the accommodation of steam-boat passengers, who are 
thus shut out so much from the line of the ordinary 
traffic over the bridge. When all the arrangements 
are fully completed, this steam-boat pier 1s likely to be 
one of the most convenient on the river, and will, we 
believe, be available at all seasons and tides, without 
any obstruction to the navigation of the stream. 

From information received, Messrs. J. Lewins and 
Humphreys, excise officers, on Tuesday proceeded to 
premises belonging to William Skinner, whose case 
for having an illicit still in his possession was heard 
before the Honourable Commissioners of Excise, at 
the Court, Broad-street, on Thursday week, and fined 
£100, at No. 2, Mile-end-road Upon obtaining ad- 
mission, well knowing the premises, they proceeded to 
the room in which they seized an illicit still on the 
95th of last month, where they found a large still, set 
in brickwork, fully charged, with a fire under it, and 
at work, Skinner and his daughter were attending

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On Monday the monstre establishment of quadruped 
and biped performers engaged by Mr. Bunn for Drury- 
lane Theatre ‘made a tour of the principal streets, 
and the fineness of the morning attracted a vast assem- 
blage of persons in the neighbourhood of the New- 
road and Euston-square terminus, that being the 
commencement of the announced route.

ast. One camel, habited as the former ones, and led 
by four attendants, made up the cavalcade. From the 
enormous number of persons who lined the streets, the 
procession moved at a slow pace, and by the time it 
reached Piccadilly the crowd was immense ; notwith- 
standing, the most perfect order was preserved through- 
out. From Piccadilly the route taken was along Pall- 
mall, Charing-cross, Westminster-bridge, Lambeth- 
road, and Blackfriars-bridge, to the premises prepared 
for the troupe in Farringdon-street, where it reached 
its destination. —The performances are announced to 
commence on Monday. The largest elephant, how- 
ever, appears to mistrust the flooring of the stage, for 
all attempts to induce him to mount the boards had 
been unavailing up to Thursday night. 

On Tuesday the ancient custom of dispensing the 
Easter bounty money of Queen Anne took place at the 
Almonry-office, Middle Scotland-yard. Upwards of 
600 poor and necessitous persons, male and female 
(especially widows of good characters, and resident in 
the metropolis), were the recipients; the sum each 
individual received was 5s., in new half-crowns. The 
same gift is distributed to the same individuals on 
Christmas-eve, every year. 

At the meeting of the Commissioners of Sewers, on 
Tuesday, it was agreed the whole of the wood pave- 
ment at present down in St. Paul’s-churchyard should 
be removed immediately, and relaid with the three- 
inch granite, similar to what is laid down in Cheapside 
and Fleet-street. The wood pavement will accordingly 
be taken up immediately, and the thoroughfare for 
carriages will be stopped up for about a week. It is 
also in contemplation to remove the whole of the wood 
pavement from Cornhill, Bishopsgate-street, Lothbury, 
and Mark-lane, while that in Bartholomew. lane will be 
turned. 

An inquest was held on Wednesday by Mr. Bedford, 
at the White Hart, Little Windmill-street, Haymarket, 
on the body of Mr. John Stewart, aged 45, a retired 
master bootmaker. The deceased for the last three weeks 
had been in a very lowand desponding state of mind, 
arising from his having invested a large sum of money in 
some houses, which he feared would turn out a failure. 
He was lastseen alive at eleven o’clock on Tuesday fore- 
noon, and at four o’clock in the afternoon of the same 
day he was discovered suspended in his bedroom by 
means of a leathern strap, fastened around his neck, 
and attached to a hook in a closet door, only four feet 
from the ground. He was cut down immediately, and 
Mr. Hardinge, of Silver-street, surgeon, was promptly 
in attendance, who pronounced him to have been dead 
some hours. The deceased had some time before made 
an attempt on his life, arising from a similar cause, 
Verdict, ‘‘ Temporary insanity.” : 

On Wednesday an examination of the children be- 
longing to the corporation of the Caledonian Asylum, 
in Copenhagen-fields, Islington, founded for the sup- 
porting and educating the children of soldiers, sailors, 
and marines, natives of Scotland, who have died or 
been disabled in the service of their country, and of 
indigent Scotch parents resident in London, not en- 
titled to parochial relief, and of whom there are now 
in the schools 86 boys and 41 girls, took place. 
Amongst the members present were the Marquis of 
Bute, a number of the governors and their ladies, the 
Scottish clergy, amongst whom were Drs. Cummins 
and Archer, the Rev. Messrs. Burt, P. Black, &c. 
The examination of the children was conducted by the 
Rev. Mr. Cook, the Government Inspector of Schools. 
The boys were first examined in arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, the elements of geometry, (&e., and their 
attainments in scriptural knowledge. The answers to 
the interrogatories of the learned examiner were given 
in the most ready manner, evidencing the care with 
which they had been instructed in the various branches. 
All the boys are taught drawing, both landscape and 
figure, and the specimens exhibited were extremely 
pleasing, and some of them evincing the germ of con- 

siderable talent. The girls were also examined, and 
their general proficiency, especially those who had 
been some time in the school, was very creditable. At 
the conclusion of the examination the boys went into 
their extensive play-grounds, where they amused the 
spectators by playing the Highland game of “shinty,” 
during aia time the juvenile band (about thirty in 
number, six being bagpipes, and the remainder brass 
and military instruments) played several popular over- 
tures and airs, after which four of the boys, dressed 
in their national costume, danced the Highland fling 
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to the bagpipes playing the tune of ‘ Tullochgorum,” 
and were highly applauded. ‘The whole band then 
struck up ‘‘ God save the Queen,’’ which terminated 
the day’s proceeding. The whole presented a scene of 
a most pleasing and interesting character, and elicited 
the warm approbation of all those present. What 
added to the value of the test of examination with re- 
spect to the progress made in education was the fact 
that the children were unaware of what was to take 
place. ‘Lhe children are admitted from the age of 
seven to ten years, and retained until they have arrived 
at fourteen, when they are apprenticed to trades, or 
otherwise disposed of, according to circumstances. 
Caution To YounG FEMALES.—A young woman, 
attending the markets in Paris, from some cause not 
explained, became in great distress, and unable to 
purchase goods to sell, as heretofore.

Some interest has been excited in naval circles 
at Woolwich by a disagreement between a gentle- 
man in holy orders and an officer in temporary 
command of one of her Majesty’s steam-ships. 

It is expected that in spring 1849 a helmet, 
similar to the one in use in the Prussian service, 
with the addit on of a horse-hair plume, is to be 
taken in wear by the infantry of Great Britain. 

The Prussian Universal Gazette publishes a royal 
decree declaring that all the members of commu- 
nist societies shall be prosecuted according to the 
existing laws against high treason, if found to pro- 
pagate doctrines subversive of those laws. 

The Official Gazette of Vienna publishes an or- 
donnance granting the exclusive concession of the 
railway between Vienna and Gloggnitz to a com- 
pany for a term of fifty years. The line is to revert 
to the state without its paying anything for it. 

A new college, on a large scale, is to be erected 
at Leamington, and arrangements have been made 
for laying the foundation-stone, with the custom- 
ary ceremonials, next ‘Thursday. 

The Courrier du Havre states that the number of 
passengers by the Rouen and Hayre Railway 1s 
already very considerable. 

During the past few days a memorial to Lord 
John Russell has been in course of signature In 
Leeds, in favour of a pension being granted to 
Mr. James Sheridan Knowles, as a reward for his 
genius and talent as an author, 

The sum of £330 has been remitted to Edinburgh 
as the proceeds of a pee fancy bazaar held at 
Stratheden-house, by Lady Stratheden and Camp- 
bell, with the assistance of her friends, for the re- 
lief of the Highlanders. 

The Philadelphia Ledger gives itself the following 
encomium :—‘ Some folks are always bragging 
about their inventions; while we quiet Pennsyl- 
vanians say nothing and do it.”

The Paris Presse contains the following :—‘ On 
Friday the King was at Neuilly, and visited on 
foot the little farm situated in face of one of the 
lateral gates of the chateau. He was accom- 
panied by the Queen, by Gen. Gourgaud, Count 
de Strada, M. Laborde, and M. Gudin, officiers 
d'ordonnance and by an architect.

The King remarked, that if 
he consented to the application, the inhabitants of 
the house would be deprived of light and air, The 
farmer, however, insisted, whereupon the King 
entered the house, examined it in every part, and 
found that what he had said would inevitably 
occur, ‘These good people,’ remarked his Ma- 
jesty, ‘have the same need of sun and air as we 
have ; why, then, deprive them of them?’ and he 
peremptorily refused the farmer’s application,” 

In our last we gave an a:count of a strange 
murder. A young Count Liedekerke entered a 
village church near Namur, and shot his two sisters 
while they were engaged in their devotions before 
a crucifix. We now read in a Brussels paper 
that the only mo'ive for this dreadful crime was 
an insane fanaticism, On being arrested he offered 
no resistance, He was tuken to prison, and soon 
afterwards was confronted with the corpses of his 
sisters, and asked if he recogn'sed them, and if he 
knew how they had been murdered, His reply 
was, ‘‘ Yes; I slew them for their idolatry.’ seh 
then went on to ascribe the deed to the over-rulin 
will of Heaven, quoted Deuteronomy to justify the 
act, and declared that if he had found his father 
and mother perpetrating the sin of idolatry he 
would have destroyed them without hesitation, 
He also added that the elder sister was shot dead 
at once, but that he had to fire twice upon the 
younger, The first shot in“icted no mortal injury; 
so he loaded his gun and fired upon her again, 
On further examination it b came fully evident 
that the prisoner was a monomaniac. is fix:d 
idea was a furious zeal for the restoration of the 
Hebrew mode of worship. He called himself a 
disciple of Moses, and pro'ested against some 
annuities left to his sisters as violations of the Jew- 
ish law of primogeniture. The Eclaireur of Namur 
gives the fol owin, additional particulars of this 
most extraordinary case :—‘‘The young Count de 
Liedekerke, who we hear proceeded on foot to 
within a short distance of Huy, returned home yes- 
terday afternoon about three o'clock, without 
appeariny at all concerned about what had ‘aken 
place. He ordered dinner and sat down at table, 
but was soon arrested by the gendarmes, who had 
remained at the Chateau of Garonsart, and was 
conveyed in his carriage to the prison at Namur, 
where he was’ confined. Ata later hour he was 
brought back with proper precaution from the 
prison to the chateau, to sce the dead bodies of 
his two sisters, An eyewitness of this distressing 
scene informs us that the murderer had a wild and 
furious look, and spoke very decidedly. He re- 
cognised the two sisters, saying ‘That 1s Arnoldine, 
and that is Hyacinthe ;’ and then added, that’ ‘ he 
had a right to kill his sisters, because he was 
opposed by them in his religious belief; and that 
he had read in the Bible that it was lawful to get 
ril of those who stand in the way of our salvation. 
The Prince and Princess of Reyna-Wolberg arrived 
at Garonsart in the evening at eight o’clock; the 
scene in the chateau was most distressing. The 
Countess Arnoldine was 36 years of age, and the 
Countess Hyacinthe 29, 

We were very much struck and delighted on 
Friday afternoon with a visit from this venerable 
old lady, Mrs, Reston, the heroine of Matagorda, 
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now in her seventy-fifth year, whose remarkable 
and glorious deeds at that place shed a lustre over 
her name, and the prowess of her arm in succour- 
ing the British soidiers in the midst of the most 
dreadful carnage will form a thrilling page in the 
history of England. She came with a pound note 
for the Sunday Soup Kitchen, saying, that when 
she read that the soldiers of the 74th Regiment 
were cooking for the poor, and that the recruiting 
soldiers of Glasgow had contributed their allow- 
ance for the same humane end, her heart leaped 
with joy; and she declared she could not rest till 
she came to pour in her donation with theirs for 
the poor and destitute. We were very averse to 
accept the money, but she insisted upon it with 
the most martial vigour, and said she had plenty 
now to end her old days in peace and comfort, and 
she went away perfectly delighted at the invitation 
we gave her to come and inspcct the rations herself 
in these old battlements, at the Glasgow Town’s 
Hospital, within whose precincts she sojourned 
till she was discovered and rescued some few 
years ago, This is a plain statement, told in 
an unvarnished way ; yet it is a statement which 
might point a moral and adorn a tale; and it has 
made an impression upon us not likely to be soon 
forgotten.— Reformers’ Gazette. 


The first representation of Verdi's new opera, 
Macbeth,” took place at the Pergola Theatre, Flo- 
rence, on the 14th ult., and obtained immense suc- 
cess, Four pieces in the opera were encored, A 
scene of somnambulism, sung by Barbieri Nini, 
electrified the public, During the first represen- 
tation Verdi was summoned before the curtain 27 
times, and at the second 38 times. Atter the per- 
formance of the opera the crowd which awaited 
the mnestro accompanied him to his hotel, crying 
out Vive Verdi! Vive Macbeth!’ The principal 
families of Florence, headed by Prince J. Ponia- 
towski, Counts Demidoff and Corsini, subscribed 
for a srown of gold worth 5000 francs, which was 
presented to him on the day of the third represen- 
tation of * Macbeth.” 


There are now 600 British families spending their 
private incomes within the parish of St. Helier, 
600 families of British tradespeople and shop- 
keepers, 2000 labouring poor and mechanics, and 
600 aged, infirm, and sick. In the first class the 
average expenditure is £390 per annum each; in 
the second, £85; in the third, £40 per anuum; 
and in the fourth, £6, 10s.; being a total outlay of 
£315,250 per annum by the entire British residents 
in the town and parish of St, Helier. One bit 
remarkable circumstance connected with the British 
population of St. Helier is the very small propor- 
tion in class the first of males amongst the adults ; 
there are, out of 2400 souls, only 400 men, while 
there are 18(0 unmarried females, 200 married fe- 
males, and 400 widows; this is exclusive of 
children under 15 years of age, or about 20 females 
to four males, Thus 80 per cent. of the adult 
British re-idents are of the upper class adult fe- 
males,—Jersey Times. 

In the published statement of the proceeds of

LITERATURE. 
The History of the Saracens, &c. 
B.D. H. G. Bohn. 
The enterprising publisher of ‘ The Standard 
Library” has conferred a very valuable boon on the 
reading public by presenting them with this very 
curious and instructive work on, of all others, the 
most difficult department of history. ‘The work, 
too, is singularly authentic; and one of the best 
proofs of this consists in the approval given to 
it by the most rigid of historical commentators, 
Gibbon. To him it was of much use in framing 
his “‘ Decline and Fall.”” ‘‘ The Life of Mahomet” 
(of whom there is an excellent portrait), and ‘ The 
History of the Saracens,” are now compressed 
into one volume, and enriched with notes from the 
researches of Burckhardt, Price, Lane, Mills, and 
others. There is also a synoptical view of the less 
remote periods of Saracenic history on which Ockley 
did not enter, 
Mr. Bohn justly observes :— 


“The establishment of Islamism is undoubtedly to 
be numbered among those stupendous events which 
have changed the face of society in the East; and is a 
subject deserving not only of the careful study of the 
statesman and the divine, but’ of all who delight to 
search, patiently and reverently, into the ways of Pro- 
vidence. “With the Koran in one hand, and the 
scimitar in the other, the impetuous and indomitable 
Arab achieved a series of splendid victories unparal- 
leled in the history of nations; for in the short space 
of eighty years that mighty range of Saracenic con- 
quest embraced a wider extent of territory than Rome 
had mastered in the course of eight hundred, 

“Tt is evident that a work designed for popular 
circulation, and which is intended to allure those whom 
business or indolence may prevent from more laborious 
reading, requires a nice combination of qualities which 
do not often meet together in the same intellect— 
accuracy, judgment, taste, and scholarship—all of 
which, it will be seen, are exhibited in Ockley’s pages.”

At which time weights 
not heavier than atoms, or mustard-seeds, shall be 
brought out, that things may be balauced with the 
utmost exactness, and perfect justice administered. 
Then the books of the good works, beautiful to behold, 
shall be cast into the balance of light, by which the 
balance shall be depressed according to their degrees, 
out of the fayour of God. But the books of evil deeds, 
nasty to look upon, shall be cast into the balance of 
darkness, with which the scale shall lightly ascend by 
the justice of the most high God. 

“He must also believe that there is a real way, ex- 
tended over the middle of hell, which is sharper than 
a sword, and finer than a hair, over which all must 
pass. In this passage of it, while the feet of the 
infidels, by the decree ef God, shall slip, so as they 
shall fall into hell-fire, the feet of the faithful shall 
never stumble, but they shall arrive safely into the 
eternal habitation.’’

“In 1834, while at Nevers, M. Chéri permitted his two 
daughters, Rose and Anna, to learn parts in ‘Le Vieux 
Gargon,’‘ La Petite S@ur,’ and‘ Le Mariage Enfantin,’in which 
last piece Rose personated the husband, and Anna the wife. 
The success of these Lilliputian performers was complete, 
and their father, who had by this time become manager of a 
provineial company, visited successively Chartres, Limoges, 
and several other towns, in each of which the extraordinary 
precocity of the two sisters (and more especially of Rose) re- 
newed the furore which ha been formerly created by the 
juvenile graces of Léontine Fay. 

“Chartres, Limoges, and Périgueux, however, with all 
their triumphs, were not Paris; and, in 1842, Mile. Rose 
Chéri, anxious to brave the ordeal so much dreaded by pro- 
vincial celebrities, arrived in the capital, bringing with her 
a letter of recommendation from a’ clever vandeville writer to 
M. Poirson. He received her favourably; but, having little 
faith in provincial stars, made her débuter (under, we believe. 
the name of Marie) in Estelle, a part unsuited to her, and ill 
calculated to display her talent to advantage. After this, 
Mile. Rose Chéri was thought no more of for a time, and 
might possibly have returned in despair to Périgueux, had 
not a lucky circumstance at once brought her into notice. 
During the month of July in the same year, Mile. Nathalie, 
who was then acting in ‘La Jeunesse Orageuse,’ being 
suddenly taken ill, M. Poirson bethought himself of the 
débutante he had hitherto neglected, and bade her study the 
part for the following evening She did so, and played it 
with such grace and natural simplicity, that the press and 
public were alike enchanted, and her subsequent performance 
in ‘Le Premier Chapitre >and ‘ Le Mariage de Scarron’ con- 
firmed the impression already produced in her favour. ¢ 

« Mlle. Rose Chéri’s first original creation was ‘ Céline’ in 
the piece of that name, which was followed by one of her 
great triumphs, ‘ La Marquise de Rantzau; her acting in 
this last-named comedy entitled her at once to rank among 
the best jeunes premiéres in Paris. ’ 

“ The versatility of this charming actress 18 as remarkable,

Mr. D’ALMAINE, THE GREAT Music PUBLISHER. 
This gentleman, well known to the musical world, not 
only of this country, but of all the great cities of Eu- 
rope, on Wednesday retired from business, after an 
honourable career of fifty years. Mr. D’Almaine com- 
menced business in partnership vith Mr. Goulding in 
1797: their house was then in Pall-mall; but about 
the year 1811 they removed to that splending building 
2), Soho-square. Mr. D’Almaine held a captain’s 
commission in the Loyal Britons at the time of Buona- 
parte’s threatened invasion, and was one of the very 
few, or, as he says, the only volunteer, who ever had 
the honour of firing a shot at a Frenchman. This 
happened in 1811 on returning from Guernsey. The 
vessel was becalmed off the French coast, and, the 
moon shining brightly, they were perceived by the 
enemy, and boats .were sent off to board the ship; 
but, being wellarmed, they beat off their assailants, 
and a breeze springing up, the vessel reached England 
in safety. Upon the occasion of his retiring from 
business, his nephew,’ Mr, Mackinlay, the present 
proprietor of the firm, gave a most magnificent ban- 
quet to about forty of his uncle’s oldest and most 
esteemed friends, who, to mark the sense of Mr. 
D'Almaine’s worth, had subscribed for a splendid 
testimonial, which was on Wednesday presented to 
Mr. D’Almaine. Sir George Smart was spokesman 
upon the occasion, and most felicitously did he fulfil 
his gratifying task. He made the company smile at a 
little anecdote of Malibran. Malibran was singing 
one of Handel’s songs when Mr. Knevitt, who was 
conducting, stopped her, saying, ‘‘ Madame, you do 
not sing this song in the proper time ; I remember the 
time in which Mrs. Billington used to sing it thirty 
years ago.” To which the lady replied, ‘“ Sir, I pity 
any man who can remember anything thirty years 
ago.’’ Sir Henry Bishop, too, on returning thanks 
for his health having been drunk, told several anec- 
dotes of his early musical career, amongst the rest 
these, showing the difficulties a young composer then 
laboured under; and it proves how little managers 
generally know what is good in music. In two in- 
stances he had set his heart upon a chorus anda glee ; 
when, what was_ his mortification, after rehearsing 
them, to be told that they must be left out, as they in- 
jured the business of the scene. They were left out 
for several rehearsals, but subsequently restored. The 
one turned out to be that magnificent composition 
known as “ The Tramp Chorus ;’’ the other the cele- 
brated “‘ Chough and Crow.”’ A third instance of the 
sort occurred, for a manager, wishing to give a young 
singer a trial, asked Bishop at the last moment to 
compose a glee with a bass solo in it. Short as the 
time was, the glee was composed and sung as the, open- 
ing to “‘ The Taw of Java.’ ‘The singer made no im- 

ression, and Bishop was again told his glee must be 
eft out; but Mr. Tinney taking the solo, the work was 
retained. This glee was no other than that king of 
glees, ‘‘ Mynheer Van Dunck.”” The young man who 
then may be said to have failed as a singer is now the 
celebrated Henry Phillips. Our space will not allow 
us to say all we could wish, further than that we never 
remember to have witnessed a ceremony of the sort 
that concluded so entirely to the satisfaction of all. 
The banquet was of the most costly description. We 
remember the late John Murray, of Albemarle-street, 
was called the Emperor of literary publishers ; with 
equal justice we think Mr. Mackinlay may not inaptly 
be styled the Sardanapalus of musical publishers, 50 

‘magnificent is every appointment about the splendid 
ouse in which he resides in Soho-square. Amongst 
the well-known names around the table we recognised 
Sir George Smart, Sir Henry Bishop, John Parry,

ORIGIN OF THE PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 

The newspapers, in recording the recent death of 
Mr. Moralt, the clever tenor-player, having taken oc- 
casion to state that the Philharmonic Society was 
founded in his house, we think it right to put a 
matter of so much interest to the musical world in the 
true light, and we therefore do it upon authentic in- 
formation. The idea of founding these concerts with 
a view to reviving the all but departed taste of the 
public for instrumental music originated with Mr. 
Anthony Corri, himself a professor of singing, but a 
man of refined taste, and possessed of a due 
reverence of his art in its most extended sense. Mr. 
Corri first communicated his idea to Mr. William 
Dance, and immediately after, upon Mr. Dance’s sug- 
gestion, to Mr. J. B. Cramer, the then unrivalled, 
and to this day unsurpassed, pianoforte-player. These 
three had several meetings at which they discussed 
the plans for the proposed society, assisted by Mr. 
Dance’s eldest son, Henry, who, though a member of 
the legal profession, took great interest in the subject, 
and volunteered to act as honorary secretary. The 
result of these discussions-was, in the first instance, 
an invitation to the leading musical men of the day, 
of course for the most part instrumental performers, to 


join them; these again: suggested the association of > 


others, and in the end the Philharmonic Society was 
formed. Our informant, Mr.--Charles Dance, the 
dramatic author, Mr. Dance’s youngest son, was 
personally present at all the early meetings of this 
now justly renowned society, renowned not only in 
England, but throughout Europe. He was also 
present at all the first private rehearsals of the in- 
strumental trios, quartets, quintets, &c., and he tells 
us, which we can easily believe, that he is not likely 
to forget the effect produced on his mind by the per- 
formance of the music of Mozart, Haydn, Beeth- 
oven, &c., by such-artists as Viotti, Vacari, Spag- 
noletti, Lindley, Charles Ashley, and Dragonetti. A 
handsome piece of plate, in his possession, presented 
to his father in 1828 (the society having been formed 
in 1812), bears the following inscription, which must 
at once set at rest the question as to the locality in 
which the foundation of these concerts was laid :— 

“« Unanimously voted by the members of the Philharmonic 
Society, to William Dance, Esq ,to prove their high estimation 
of his constant zeal for the welfare of the society, which was 
founded in his house, and of which he is the senior member. 
1828.” 

For the information of the still more curious in a 
fact which time has already made a matter of musical 
history, we may as well state, that the house in which 
Mr. Dance resided at the time, and in which the first 
rehearsals, as well as the first méetings, took place, 
was No. 17, Manchester-street, Manchester-square.

rather forward, with the toe towards the horse’s 
shoulder, and must be so managed as to have 
sufficient purchase to keep the balance of the

Vicr-CHANCELLOR’s Court, Turspay.—(Before 
Sir J. L. Knight Bruce.)—GiLcurist v, CaTOR.— 
This was a suit instituted by a married lady against 
her husband and the trustees of a will, by which she 
became entitled to property, which she claimed to 
have to her separate use ; first, under the words of the 
bequest; and, secondly, in consequence of her hus- 
band’s alleged desertion and ill treatment. The tes- 
tator in the cause had one niece who was married, 
other nieces who were single, and a nephew. He be- 
queathed to them annuities of the same value, during 
their respective lives. He directed that neither they, 
dis- 
pose of, transfer, charge, or otherwise encumber, part 
with, or anticipate the annuities, or any part 
thereof ;’”’ and he directed that, upon any attempt to 
do so by either of them, the annuity should cease, and 
be divided among the residuary legatees. He stated 
his intention that the “ said annuities should be taken 
and received as some provision towards the mainte- 
nance and support of the several annuitants during 
life.’ The plaintiff, one of the unmarried nieces, 
married a Mr, Gilchrist. Very soon after the mar- 
riage the plaintiff and her husband separated. Various 
attempts at reconcilement appeared to have beenmade, 
but it was sworn that the husband, at the office of the 
lady’s professional adviser, had conducted himself 
with much violence of temper, 


and had threatened 
personal chastisement to the lady, in the event of her 
pursuing a particular course, by word or deed. The 
husband and wife appe 


ared to have continued living 
separately from each ot 


her since this interview.—Mr. 
Russell and Mr. S. Miller, on behalf of the wife, 
argued that the language of the bequest would justify 
the court in construing it asa gift for her separate 
use. They contended, secondly, that the circum- 
stances of the husband’s desertion from the wife so 
early after the marriage, together with his subsequent 
neglect, abandonment, and violence, would induce 
the court to decree in favour of the lady’s right to the 
annuity for her support.—Mr. Lewin appeared for the 
trustecs.—Mr. Parker, sen., for the husband, con- 
tended that the gift of the annuities was not intended 
for the separate use of the annuitants, one 0

being a married woman, whose annuity was strictly 
secured to her, and 


another a male; and that the 
mere incompatibility of temper, hich had led to the

ld not justify a decree in favour of the 
lady’s exclusive right to the annu 


ity for her support.— 
The Vice-Chancellor decided that the bequest of the 
annuity could not be construed as being intended for 
the separate use of the annuitant. He adverted to 
the manner in which the testator had expressly se- 
cured the annuity to the separate use of the married 
niece, whilst he had omitted any such protection or 
limitation as regarded the annuities given to the other 
parties, The conduct which had been proved against 
the husband in this case was unjustifiable and without 
an excuse. He thought, therefore, the wife was en- 
titled to have the decree she prayed—namely, the en- 
joyment of the annuity for her own exclusive support, 
The costs of the wife and her trustees must be paid, 
as between solicitor and client, out of the arrears of 
the annuity. The residue of those arrears must be 
paid to the wife. He should direct the trustees to pay 
the annuity in future to the wife’s separate use until 
the further order of the court. It was possible that 
the husband’s future conduct might entitle him to be 
heard as to varying or rescinding the order which he 
had now pronounced.
